THE ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES (AMENDMENT) 

ORDINANCE, 1964 

No. 3 OF 1964 
Fromulgated by the President in the Fifteenth Year of the 

Republic of India . 
An Ordinance further to amend the Essential Commodities 
Act, 1955 , and the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1952. 
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Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers confered . by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to 
promulgate the following Ordinance, 

1. Short title and commencement. ( 1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Essential Commodities (Amendment) Ordinance, 1964. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Act 10 of 1955 and Act 46 of 1952 to be temporarily amended . During 
the period of operation of this Ordinance, 

(1) the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 , ( 10 of 1955 )shall have 
effect as if after section 12, the following section had been inserted , 
namely : 

“ 12A. Power to try summarily .(! )Notwithstanding anything contained 
in sub -section (1 ) of Section 260 of the Code of Criminal procedure , 
1898 (5 of 1898 ) any magistrate of the first class specially empowe 
red in this behalf by the State Government or any presidency magistrate 
shall try in a summary way all offences relating to the contravention 
of any such order made under section 3 as the Central Government 
may by notified order specify in this behalf , and the provisions 
of Chapter XXII of the said Code shall, as far as may be, apply to 
Such trial : 

Provided that in the case of any conviction under this section , it 
shall be lawful for the magistrate to pass a sentence of imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding one year. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 414 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 , (5 of 1898 ),there shall be no appeal 
by a convicted person in any case tried summarily under this section in 
which the magistrate passes a sentence of imprisonment not exceeding 
one month or of fine not exceeding two thousand rupees, or both ." ; 

(2 ) the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1952 (46 of 1952 ), shall 
have effect as if after section 8, the following section had been inserted , 
namely : 

“ 8 A. Power to try summarily. (1) Where a special judge tries 
any offence specified in sub -section (1) of section 6 alleged to have 
been committed by a public servant in relation to the contravention of 
any such order made under section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 
1955,(10 of 1955 ) asmay be specified by the Central Government by a 
notified order made under section 12 A of that Act, then , notwithstand 
ing anything contained in sub -section ( 1) of section 8 of this Act or 
sub-section ( 1) of section 260 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1893 , 
(5 of 1898) the special judge shall try the offence in a summary way , 
and the provisions of Chapter XXII of the said Code shall , as far as 
may be, apply to such trial: 

Provided that in the case of any conviction under this section , it 
shall be lawful for the special judge to pass a sentence of imprisonnient 
for a term not exceeding one year . 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or in the 
aziminal Procedure.

New Delhi, the 12th October 1964 
S. 0. 3661. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1950 ( 43 of 1950 ), the Central Government 
after consulting the Election Commission , hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Registration of Electors Rules, 1960 , namely : 

1 . Short title and commencement- ( 1) These rulesmay be called the 
Registration of Electors (Amendaient) Rules, 1964. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the 1st November, 1964. 
2 . Amendment of rule 14. - In rule 14 of the Registration of Electors 
Rules, 1960 (hereinafter referred to as the principalRules), in clause (b ), the 
word " regisetred ” shall be omitted . 

3. Amendment of rule 21. - Rule 21 of the principal Rules shall be 
renumbered as sub - rule ( 1) thereofand 
(a) in sub-rule (1) as so renumbered, the words and figure " to the 

late receipt of any statements under rule 7 or” shall be omitted ; 

and 
(b) after sub -rule (1), as so renumbered , the following sub -rule shall 

be inserted , namely - 
“ (2 ) If any statements under rule 7 are received after the publi 

cation of the roll in draft under rule 10 , the registration 
officer shall direct the inclusion of the names ofthe electors 
covered by the statements in the appropriate parts of the 

roll." . 
4. Amendment of rule 30 - In rule 30 of the principal Rules, in sub 
( a ) for the words and figures " rules 26 and 27 ” , the words, brackets 

and figures " rule 26 except sub- rules (3) and ( 4 ) thereof and 

rule 27 " shall be substituted ; 
(b ) after the proviso , the following proviso shall be inserted, 

namely : 
" Provided further that where 
(a) an application referred to in sub-rule (1) of rule 26 is received 

by the chief electoral officer , he shall direct the electoral 

registration officer to refer, and 
(b ) where such application is received direct by the elec oral regis 

tration officer, he shall refer such application to the chief 
executive officer of the local authority concerned and on 
receipt of information in relation thereto from the chief 
executive officer, the electoral registration officer shall act in 

accordance with clause (d ) of sub-section (2 ) of section 27." .
